NO CAMPAIGN ON ENERGY 
President Carter has chided the American public for 
“not paying attention” to the energy crisis and not 
heeding his calls for voluntary conservation. 
In a recent talk with visiting editors and broadcast 
news directors at the White House, Carter hinted he 
might call for stronger steps to save fuel. 
“I am concerned that the public has not responded 
well,” he said, “and I think voluntary compliance is 
probably not adequate at all.” 
Now the President’s concern is justified. Last month 
oil imports ran 12 per cent over the July, 1976 rate. 
Energy consumption will set a new record this year. In 
short, we are a nation of gas guzzlers and will not ease up 
until a shortage hits or the Arab-led oil cartel skyrockets 
prices from today’s $14 a barrel to, say, $25. 
That said, Carter is wrong to put all blame for lack of 
conservation on us energy junkies. He himself has made 
only occasional statements on the subject and hasn’t 
waged a sustained campaign. 
More important, Carter himself has failed to take some 
fuel-conservation measures within his power. For 
example,the single most effective gas-saving step would 
be to enforce the national 55 mile-an-hour speed limit, 
and it’s not being done. 
One doesn’t have to drive very far this summer to see 
hordes of trucks, buses and passenger cars roaring past 
law-abiding drivers at 60 to 70 miles per hour. Enfor­ 
cement by states is lackadaisical and ineffective. 
The federal government has many financial levers to 
induce states to enforce the speed limit and to punish 
those that refuse. All it needs is the will to act, which it 
seemingly lacks. 
Another case in point: The Ford administration tried to 
get the Interstate Commerce Commission to change its 
notorious “backhaul” regulations. They require many 
thousands of trucks to return empty after making 
deliveries, an idiotic form of fuel squandering. 
Carter now has his own man as chairman of the ICC. 
But if anything is bang done to end the backhauling 
scandal, it is not apparent to the human eye. 
One could go on and on, but that isn’t necessary to 
make the point. Sure, a self-indulgent, gas-wasting public 
still drives on block to the drug store. But a big-talking 
administration, which apparently lacks the nerve to take 
on powerful lobbies like the truckers and die states, isn’t 
doing its part either.

Jimmy Carter apparently was serious during the 1976 
presidential campaign when he promised to do 
something about tax- deductible, two- martini lunches 
and other forms of lavish living now treated as “business 
entertainment” under the Internal Revenue Code. 
Carter’s treasury secretary, W. Michael Blumenthal, 
told the Louisville Chamber of Commerce the other day 
that rules governing expense- account spending are so 
complicated they’re almost impossible to enforce. 
He said the administration is taking a critical look at 
deductions for meals, travel, club dues, theater tickets 
and other expenses to see whether they really should be 
considered part of the cost of doing business. 
It’s a fair question. And it deserves a much fuller 
hearing in Congress than it’s had in the past. 
A good many taxpayers, we suspect, are not enrap­ 
tured with all the tax- deductible winning and dining that 
goes on in this country. Why can’t business be done in the 
office? And why should companies and individuals be 
able to entertain each other — at hunting lodges, at 
football games, at Broadway plays — and then deduct 
the cost on their income tax returns? Naturally, the tax 
load they slough off has to be picked up by less privileged 
citizens. 
Carter, of course, is not the first president to challenge 
expense- account living. President Kennedy did it 15 
years ago and ran into a barrage 
of protest from 
hotelmen, restaurateurs and travel agents, he ended up 
with some stricter record- keeping requirements — but 
not much else. 
There is nothing easy about what Carter is trying to do. 
Tax law is extremely complex. And the President may 
find that eliminating all dubious deductions is simpler 
than trying to pick and choose among them. 
But it’s a problem that needs to be faced unless we’re 
willing to accept the Orwellian idea that all taxpayers 
are equal but some are more equal than others.

corporate Watergate. The story 
is told in confidential documents 
that bristle with such words as 
“ manipulations” and “black­ 
mail.” 
Two commercial giants, Dow 
Chemical 
and 
Consumers 
Power, are partners in a nuclear 
project. Its financial foundation, 
howev«, has become Shaky. 
This has come to the attention of 
the Nuclear Regulatory Com­ 
mission, whose rulings could 
cast the partnership hundreds of 
million of dollars. 
Consumers 
Pow er, 
thus 
confronted with a public body in 
its path, has sought to cir­ 
cumvent it. The giant utility, a 
la Watergate, allegedly has 
tried to prevent witnesses from 
giving information to federal 
investigators, 
has 
laundered 
testim ony 
that 
m ight 
be 
damaging and has given the 
regulatory tribunal incomplete 
information. 


Here is a corporate cat that 
may need a bell tied to it. But 
first, some background. Back in 
1967, Consumers and Dow 
teamed 
up 
to 
construct a 
nuclear power plant in Midland, 
Mich. 
But environmentalists 
forced Consumers to upgrade 
the project’s safriy system. By 
1977, stricter federal standards 
and repeated delays had shot up 
the cost from $366 million to an 
alarming $1.7 billion. 
Consumers Bower began to 
buckle, under 
the 
financial 
burden and its p ert» « began to 
w av«. Dow tried to wriggle out 
of the deal if the plant waan’t 
completed fay a fixed date. But 
Cansum«e sternly w aned Dow 
of its contractual obligations. 
This 
little 
disagreem ent 
•trained the relations between 
the two companiea. 
Then out of the blue, a federal 
court, ordwed 
the 
Nuclear 
R egulatory Commission to 
review the project for possible 
safety 
and 
environm ental 
deficiencies. The hot breath of a 
federal judge on their necks 
made the commissioners ap­ 
prehensive. They would have to 
rule, they agreed, w heth« to 
halt 
construction 
until 
the 
review was completed. 


This possibility caused panic 
in the backrooms of Consumers. 
Another 
construction 
delay 
might force the company 
to 
scuttle the project altogether, 
with staggering lasses. The 
corporate brass were eager, 
therefore, tp reassu re the 
commissioners that all was well 
and that construction should 
continue. 
But all was not well; dif­ 
ferences 
between the two 
partners were boiling beneath 
the surface. This would not be 
reassuring, the Consumers 
executives 
agreed, 
to the 
regulatory commission. They 
tried to keep the trouble from 
bubbling up, th«efore, from 
below to both« the calm sur­ 
face. 
At a private meeting, secret 
Dow documents allege, Con­ 
sumers threatened to sue Dow 
for damages if the chemical 
company did not support Con­ 
sumers. If anyone from Dow 
gave testimony that resulted in 
the suspension or cancellation of 
the construction p«m it, Con­ 
sumers warned, Dow would be 
held legally responsible. 
According 
to 
confidential 
minutes taken by Dow attorney, 
he viewed the threat as “pretty 
damn close to blackmail.” The 
Dow documents also show that 
Consumers tried to persuade 
Dow to produce a witness who 
was not aware Dow wanted to 
back out of the nuclear project. 
When Dow refused to send an 
uninformed witness to NRC 
hearings, 
Consumers 
still 
drafted misleading testimony 
for the 
Dow witness. 
The 
ghostw ritten 
v « sio n 
was 
carefully constructed not to 
reveal the extent of the disaf­ 
fection between Consum«s and 
Dow. 
Documents also indicate that 
Consumers was spoonfeeding 
selective information to ,th e 
commission staff. 
One con­ 
fidential Dow memo quoted a 
Consumesrs law y« as stating 
he planned to visit Washington 
“ to 
g et 
(the 
federal 
bureaucrats) ready to go to the 
hearing.” 
At 
the 
staff 
level, 
the 
regulators and the regulated are 
in one respect like rare tropical 
hires. They have learned to 
communicate with one anotlwr 
through near-inaudible sounds, 
poses and gestures. They reach 
understandings 
through 
a 
process of almost im p«ceptible 
m ovem ents, grunts, raised 


eyebrows and knowing smiles. 
The staff investigation, 
not 
surpisingly, failed to bring out 
evidence 
that 
was 
really 
detrimental to Consumers. 
This might have ended the 
matter, except for the loud ob­ 
jections ff a tough trial and 
environmental attorney, Myron 
M. 
C h«ry. 
Consumers had 
thought Cherry, with his limited 
resources, could not keep pace 
with the battery of company 
lawyers. 


Explained hthe Dow minutes: 
“Consumerrs assumes Cherry 
will not appear because of lack 
of funds ... They believe that 
since there is no discov«y and 
probably no intervenor cross- 
examination - will be able to 
finesse 
Dow-Consumers con­ 
tinuing dispute.” 
The minutes indicate Con­ 
sumers was not worried about 
any cross-examination by the 
commission but only by the 
crusading attorney. As it turned 
out, 
C herry 
showed 
up, 
questioned 
Dow w itnesses 
aggressively 
and unearthed 
crucial facts. But instead of 
thanking 
Cherry, the 
com­ 
mission staff filed a motion, 
which Consumers supported, to 
censure him for allegedly 
making 
“personal 
attacks” 
upon the staff members. 
Consumers, of course, would 
like nothing better than to get 
rid of Cherry, who single han- 
dedly has forced utilities to 
spend millions beefing up 
nuclear safeguards. 
Footnote: 
The commission 
will rule on the Dow-Consumers 
project and the Cherry censuré 
in the next few weeks. A Con­ 
sumers spokesman, confronted 
withthe 
documentation, 
con­ 
ceded it was “difficult to refute” 
allegations that th i. company 
tried to suppress information. 
He insisted, nevertheless, the 
charges were false. “It’s a lie. 
We did not try to conceal from 
the commission problems we 
weire having with Dow,” he said. 
A Dow official told us, 
howev«, that some of Con­ 
sum ers’ actions “sounded like 
extortion” 
and were “com­ 
pletely out of line.” He insisted, 
nevertheless, that Dow still 
hopes to harness energy from 
the If ligand piunt 
A spokesman for the com­ 
mission claimed the staff had 
conducted 
an 
adequate 
In­ 
vestigation 
of 
the 
Dow- 
Consumers dispute.

They 
had been led th « e through the 
torrential downpour by Albert 
Zack, the AFL-CIO director of 
public relations who struck a 
friendly note when he turned to 
Mr. Carter’s communications 
bat man andsaid, “Jody, thanks 
for letting us swim across the 
White House lawn. ” 
Then they sat and sipped 
Coca-Cola and talked of the 
common goals, coordination, 
interchange of information and 
exactly how they could help 
each 
other. 
Hotline special 
telephone numbers were ex­ 
changed. 
This wasn’t just one of those 
social 
rap sessions which 
become part of the patronage of 
a new administration - a payoff 
invitation to the White House. I 
can’t recall any o th « such face- 
to-face public relations work 
session with a presidential press 
secretary in which labor editors 
participated. 
The union editors came from 
across the nation - from the 
Seafarers, the state, county and 
municipal employes, the ladies 
garment 
workers, 
the 
con­ 
struction 
trades, 
the 
steelworkers, the auto workers, 
the Screen Actors Guild, the 
Newspaper Guild and the 
teachers, just to nam es few. 
Across the table with Jody 
Powell was the winsome Pat 
Bario 
and 
the 
poker-faced 
Landon Butter, intimate aid of 
the White House political chief 
of staff Hamilton Jordan. At the 
beginning 
both 
sidas 
were 
mostly strangers to each other. 
As Jody once put It, the Carter 
camp knew two la b « names 
when It began rolling in 1975 - 
George Meany and a Hertwrt 
Mayberry, head of the G e«gta 
Federation of L ab«. 
But Powell and ids group 
knew lots more after some two 
hours with the 18 editors who 
briefed the White House press 
and political people on just how 
the unions’ newspapers can feed 
White House stories to millions 
of members - and in turn whip 
up a feedback to Powell end 
company on the m aj« lab « 
issues.

NO CAMPAIGN ON ENERGY 
President Carter has chided the American public for 
“not paying attention” to the energy crisis and not 
heeding his calls for voluntary conservation. 
In a recent talk with visiting editors and broadcast 
news directors at the White House, Carter hinted he 
might call for stronger steps to save fuel. 
“I am concerned that the public has not responded 
well,” he said, "and I think voluntary compliance is 
probably not adequate at all. ” 
Now the President’s concern is justified. Last month 
oil imports ran 12 per cent over the July, 1976 rate. 
Energy consumption will set a new record this year. In 
short, we are a nation of gas guzzlers and will not ease up 
until a shortage hits or the Arab-led oil cartel skyrockets 
prices from today’s $14 a barrel to, say, $25. 
That said, Carter is wrong to put all blame for lack of 
conservation on us energy junkies. He himself has made 
only occasional statements on the subject and hasn’t 
waged a sustained campaign. 
More important, Carter himself has failed to take some 
fuel-conservation measures within his power. For 
example,the single most effective gas-saving step would 
be to enforce the national 55 mile-an-hour speed limit, 
and it’s not being done 
One doesn’t have to drive very far this summer to see 
hordes of trucks, buses and passenger cars roaring past 
law-abiding drivers at 60 to 70 miles per hour. Enfor­ 
cement by states is lackadaisical and ineffective. 
The federal government has many financial levers to 
induce states to enforce the speed limit and to punish 
those that refuse. All it needs is the will to act, which it 
seemingly lacks. 
Another case in point: The Ford administration tried to 
get the Interstate Commerce Commission to change its 
notorious "backhaul” regulations. They require many 
thousands of trucks to return empty after making 
deliveries, an idiotic form of fuel squandering. 
Carter now has his own man as chairman of the ICC. 
But if anything is being done to end the backhauling 
scandal, it is not apparent to the human eye. 
One could go on and on, but that isn’t necessary to 
make the point. Sure,a self-indulgent, gas-wasting public 
still drives on block to the drug store But a big-talking 
administration, which apparently lacks the nerve to take 
on powerful lobbies like the truckers and the states, isn’t 
doing its part either.

ALL THAT WINING 
AND DINING 
Jimmy Carter apparently was serious during the 1976 
presidential campaign when 
he promised to do 
something about tax- deductible, two- martini lunches 
and other forms of lavish living now treated as "business 
entertainment" under the Internal Revenue Code 
Carter’s treasury secretary, W Michael Blumenthal, 
told the Louisville Chamber of Commerce the other day 
that rules governing expense- account spending are so 
complicated they’re almost impossible to enforce. 
He said the administration is taking a critical look at 
deductions for meals, travel, club dues, theater tickets 
and other expenses to see whether they really should be 
considered part of the cost of doing business 
It’s a fair question. And it deserves a much fuller 
hearing in Congress than it’s had in the past. 
A good many taxpayers, we suspect, are not enrap­ 
tured with all the tax- deductible winning and dining that 
goes (Mi in this country. Why can’t business be done in the 
office? And why should companies and individuals be 
able to entertain each other — at hunting lodges, at 
football games, at Broadway plays — and then deduct 
the cost on their income tax returns9 Naturally, the tax 
load they slough off has to be picked up by less privileged 
citizens. 
Carter, of course, is not the first president to challenge 
expense- account living President Kennedy did it 15 
years ago and ran into a 
barrage 
of protest from 
hotel men, restaurateurs and travel agents, he ended up 
with some stricter record- keeping requirements — but 
not much else. 
There is nothing easy about what Carter is trying to do. 
Tax law is extremely complex. And the President may 
find that eliminating all dubious deductions is simpler 
than trying to pick and choose among them 
But it’s a problem that needs to be faced unless we’re 
willing to accept the Orwellian idea that all taxpayers 
are equal but some are more equal than others

Fiddlers9 convention opens 


GALAX, Vz. (AP) — Thousands of bluegrzM mnflr devotees 
aqueesed into this small, mountain town for the start of the 42nd 
annual Old Fiddlers’ Convention Thursday. 
About 3,000 showed up Wedneeday night to be assured of 
campsites at Felts Park and neighboring campgrounds. 
The three-day festival site is beside Chestnut Creek, and thoee 
who arrived early spent the hot, sunny day swimming »nH 
canoeing before the music officially began Thursday night. 
A record 1,198 people signed up to compete for 94,560 in prize 
money in 12 different categories. Competitions Thursday night 
were in bluegrass and old time fiddle, guitar, bluegrass and 
clawhammer banjo, mandolin, dulcimer and dobro. 
Bluegrass fans are here from as far west as California and of 
Washington, as far north as Massachusetts, as far south as 
Florida, and as far east as London, England. A family from 
Japan was expected. 
Former Navy Secretary John Warner and his wife, Elizabeth 
Taylor, were scheduled to attend the festivities tmrfght tnd 
present Galax Moose Lodge No. 788 an award for dedicated 
service in sponsoring the convention for 42 yean. 


Vance 
confer$ in London 


LONDON (AP) — Secretary of State Cyrus R. Vance conferred 
today with foreign secretaries David Owen of Britain and R.F. 
“Pik” Botha of South Africa on an Anglo-f-American plan to 
bring black rule to Rhodesia. 
Vance flew to London Thursday night after an 11-day Mideast 
tour. Vance met with Owen at the Foreign Office for 2% hours 
this morning, and then Owen gave a luncheon attended also by 
Botha. 
White-ruled South Africa has considerable influence with the 
white-minority regime in Rhodesia, and the British and 
Americans hope South Africa will persuade Rhodesia to go along 
with their still secret proposals on a settlement for the 
breakaway British colony. 
The task is to end the fouryear guerrilla war fought by black 
nationalists against the government of Prime Minister Ian Smith 
and work out a constitution to transfer power from Rhodesia's 
273,000 whites to its 6.2 million blacks. 


Castro to let 80 families go 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Fidel Castro, in a gesture 
that could lead to Improved U.S.-Cuban relations, is ready to let 
about 80 American citizens living in his country leave with their 
Cuban families. 
But the Qiban leader rejected a U.S. request, conveyed by Sen. 
Frank Church, for the release of seven Americans serving 
lenghty prison terms on charges of espionage and "counter­ 
revolutionary activities." 
Church returned home Thursday from a four-day visit that 
included a cross-country tour of the Cuban countryside, offshore 
spear fishing and hours of talk with Castro. 
The Idaho Democrat said Castro had "asked for nothing" in 
response to his agreement to let the Cuban families leave, but the 
move "put the ball back into the American court." 
Quake rattles California 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Windows broke, dishes rattled and 
buildings shuddered when a moderate earthquake rumbled 
through southern California from Santa Monica to Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
"Our building rolled really good with it," Los Angeles Police 
8ft. Charles Meter ask! of the Thursday evening temblor. 
Meter said the quake was strong enough to shake the three- 
story reinforced-concrete station and felt as if it were stronger 
than the 4.4 magnitude recorded on the Richter scale. 
"When this building rolls, you know it’s a good one,” Meter 
said. 
James Whitcomb, a seismologist at the California Institute of 
Technology in Pasadena, said the tremor’s epicenter was located 
just outside of Sylmar, 25 miles northwest of downtown Los 
Angeles in the San Fernando Valley. 
That was the same site as the devastating earthquake of 1971, 
which registered 6.6 on the Richer scale and killed 64 persons. 
Reagan critical of canal pact 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Ronald Reagan, who made retention 
of the Panama Canal a major issue of his 1976 quest for the GOP 
nomination for president, has criticized but not advocated 
rejection of the proposed new Panama Canal treaty. 
Reagan, in a statement aides read to reportars on Thursday, 
said the proposed treaty would improve chances for a spread of 
Marxism in Central America. Reagan was not available for 
questions. 
The former California governor said if the agreement leads to 
withdrawal of Amwican troops, that would be an invitation to the 
Castro government in Cuba to step up activities. He also ex­ 
pressed concern on the Panamanians' reactions if the U.S. 
Senate refused to ratify the treaty. 
'TkM Castro has made a show of his friendshlpfor the present 
dictator of Panama. He also makes no secret of his interest in 
exporting Marxism throughout the hemisphere," Reagan said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Products treated with Trie, the flame 
retardant linked in animal teats to canoer, are available on store 
shelves again and oohn t cials y they can't do anything ebout it. 
The Consumer Products Safety Commission earlier this year 
banned products containing the flame retardant But an official 
for the commission said Thursday the agency is unable to in­ 
tervene with the sales because a federal district court in June 
voided the commission ban 
Death penalty reinstated 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) — With backers citing a rising 
murder rate and proclaiming society’s right to "protect itself 
against ... barbarians,’’ the state assembly overrode Gov. 
Edmund Brown Jr.’s veto and reinstated the death penalty. 
The Senate had voted in June to override the veto, so the as­ 
sembly’s 54-26 vote — the exact two-thirds majority required — 
immediately placed the law into effect Thursday. 
Brown, who in 1967 stood outside the San Quentin gas chamber 
in protest during California's last execution, made little or no 
attempt to Mock an override. The Democratic governor, whose 
veto flew in the face of opinion polls and a 2-1 vote for capital 
punishment in 1972, was in Los Angeles when the vote came. He 
predicted society eventually would eliminate the death penalty, 
but said he wasn’t surprised by the vote.

ZIMMERMAN, Minn. (AP) 
— Richard and Linda Pierce 
share a Job that keepe them on 
constant call, sends them into 
the woods with 40-pound tanks 
on their shoulders and often 
leaves them covered with black 
soot. 
And they love it 
As members of the Minnesota 
Department of Natural Re­ 
sources’ “hot shot” fire-fighting 
crew based here, the Pierces 
see their work as a summer ad­ 
venture. 
It’s the second year they’ve 
spent trudging through swamps 
and woods, working 19-hour 
days, lugging hoes, hatchets 
and pump cans to to help put 
out forest fires. 
Last year, they worked as 
U.S. Forest Service fire fight­ 
ers in the Black Hills of South 


Dakota. Both have degrees m 
forestry from the University of 
Minnesota and hope to get full­ 
time work with the state agen­ 
cy after their work ends in No­ 
vember. 


It’s unusual for a couple to 
work on a fire-fighting crew. 
“Usually, they want one but 
not the other,” said Pierce, 24. 
The Pierces agreed that, be­ 
cause they work together, they 
are not as worried about each 
other’s safety as they might be 
otherwise. 


“A lot of the married guys’ 
wives worry because they don’t 
know for sure where we are,” 
Pierce said. “At least we know 
where the other one is and 
what they’re doing.’’ 
And they see little likelihood 
they’ll get tired of living and 


working togeuier. 
“Some couples couldn’t do 
it,” said Mrs. Pierce, “but 
we’re with 10 other people and 
we’re often as much as two 
miles apart” 
The crew, which to the un­ 
trained eye might look more 
like a group of summer camp 
counselors than fire fighters, 
provides a family atmosphere 
for the Pierces. 
“But it’s seldom just the two 
of us and we welcome the days 
off when we can be alone to­ 
gether,” Mrs. Pierce, 23,< said. 
On location at a fire, crew 
members usually bunk togeth­ 
er, eat together and, if there’s 
time, socialize.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Cit­ 
ing widespread drought across 
the northern prairies, H 
U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service pro­ 
posed on Wednesday increased 
restrictions on duck hunters in 
some states for the 1977-78 wa­ 
terfowl hunting seasons. 
The restrictions follow pre­ 
dictions that fewer ducks will 
fly south this autumn because 
the drought dried up thousands 
of potholes on which the birds 
traditionally nest. 
Most goose populations, how­ 
ever, are believed to be in fair­ 
ly good shape, primarily be­ 
cause they nest further north 
and were less affected by the 
drought. 
The service proposed a 55- 
day duck, hunting season in the 
Central flyway and a 45-day 
season in the Mississippi fly­ 
way, each five days shorter 
than allowed last fall. But no 
reductions were proposed for 
the Atlantic and Pacific fly- 
ways. 
Not all proposals would in­ 
crease the restrictions on hunt­ 
ers. A special wood duck option 
will be allowed in some south­ 
ern states to permit hunters to 
increase the kill of locally- 
abundant populations of wood 
ducks. 
Some northern states will be 
permitted to divide their states 
into zones, with the gunning 
season set for each zone in­ 
stead of being imposed state­ 
wide. 
The season for greater snow 
geese also will be lengthened 
from 30 days to 60 days in the 
Atlantic Flyway. 
Atlantic brant will continue to 
receive total protection, and 
shooting of canvasbacks and 
redheads will be prohibited in 
many areas where the birds 
congregate. 
The special teal and scaup 
seasons again will be permitted 
in states in the Atlantic, Mis­ 
sissippi and Central flyways, 
with states that do not have 
special seasons being permitted 
bonus scaup and teal during the 
regular seasons 
Under the special wood duck 
option, the states of Virginia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida, Kentucky, Ar­ 
kansas, Tennessee, Louisiana, 
Mississippi and Alabama may 
select a special nine-day season 
in early October in which no 
special restrictions would be 
imposed on the bag and posses­ 
sion limits for wood ducks 
The m ove w ould perm it hunt­ 
ers to kill four or five woodies 
daily. 
In addition, the daily bag lim­ 
it on Canada geese will be in­ 
creased from three to four in 
Delaware, part of Pennsylvania 
and the Delmarva peninsula 


portions of Maryland and Vir­ 
ginia. 
The harvest quota on Canada 
geese will be increased to 35,- 
000 birds in Wisconsin and Il­ 
linois, an increase of 7,000 birds 
over the quota imposed last 
year.

The proposals 
are subject to change, with the 
final regulations expected to be 
issued next month.

Most goose populations, how­ 
ever, are believed to be in fair­ 
ly good shape, primarily be­ 
cause they nest further north 
and were less affected by the 
drought 
The service proposed a 55- 
day duck hunting season in the 
Central flyway and a 45-day 
season in the Mississippi fly­ 
way, each five days shorter 
than allowed last fall. But no 
reductions were proposed for 
the Atlantic and Pacific fly- 
ways. 
Not all proposals would in­ 
crease the restrictions on hunt­ 
ers A special wood duck option 
will be allowed in some south­ 
ern states to permit hunters to 
increase the kill of locally- 
abundant populations of wood 
ducks 
Some northern states will be 
permitted to divide their states 
into zones, with the gunning 
season set for each zone in­ 
stead of being imposed state­ 
wide. 
The season for greater snow 
geese also will be lengthened 
from 30 days to 60 days in the 
Atlantic Flyway.

NEW YORK (AP) - There’s 
still enough resiliency in the 
market (dace tor the mass of 
men to exert some influence 
over prices, and that they have. 
As a result, an awful lot of cof­ 
fee and oil is piling up in the 
United States. 
Coffee roasting by American 
concerns is down more than 20 
per cent from a year ago. 
Wholesale prices continue to 
fall. And prices on the futures 
markets suggest the drop might

months. 
Supplies of oil, expected ear­ 
lier this year to be running low 
about now, are close to over­ 
flow 
levels. 
Some 
gasoline 
prices have been lowered a bit. 
A shortage of winter heating oil 
now seems very unlikely. 
Had the voices of despair 
prevailed it might never have 
happened. Instead, retail cus­ 
tomers adapted themselves to 
the realities, reducing demand 
to less than the forecasts. 
U.S. roastings of green coffee 
through early July amounted to 
only 8.44 million bags of 132 
pounds each, compered with 
11.125 million bags roasted in 
the same period of 1976. 
Price drops are even more 
impressive. Folger Coffee Co. 
is now wholesaling vacuum- 
packed ground roasted coffee 
at $3.48 a pound, or 95 cents a 
pound less than it charged as 
recently as May 12. 
General Foods, the largest 
domestic coffee roaster, retains 
its price of $3.71 a pound, but 
officials concede the trend is to­ 
ward lower prices and that al­ 
most nothing is likely to inter­ 
rupt the trend.

(AP) — State Liquor Control 
Division officials will begin is­ 
suing citations this week to IS 
grocery stores with Uquor li­ 
censes that have been oper­ 
ating bingo-type games for cus­ 
tomers. 


"There are a lot of people 
probably enjoying the games 
throughout the state, but there 
are only going to be a few win­ 
ners," said Kenneth Carnes, di­ 
rector of the Department of 
Public Safety that oversees Li­ 
quor Control Division oper­ 
ations. 
"If this is interpreted as 
gambling and that is unpopular 
with the people, then the law 
should be changed," he told 
newsmen. 


Carnes said citations would 
be sen,, to five stores in the di­ 
vision’s Cape Girardeau dis­ 
trict, two in the St. Louis dis­ 
trict, eight in the Kansas City 
district and three in the Kirk- 
sville district. 
They will allege violations of 
liquor law regulations prohibit­ 
ing operation of lotteries by 
businesses licensed to sell li­ 
quor and advertising promo­ 
tions in connection Vvith ads for 
liquor to encourage liquor 
sdes. 
Division action against any of 
the more than 200 stores oper­ 
ating the games for the past 
two months had been stalled by 
order of Cole County Circuit 
Court Judge James Riley pend­ 
ing further action on a suit 
filed against Liquor Control Su­ 
pervisor Albert Lets by the 
stores. 
But the Missouri Court of Ap­ 
peals ordered Riley last week 
to refrain from any action in 
the suit, opening the way for 
state officials to move against 
the stores. The appellate court 
set a hearing for Sept. 26 on the 
full matter and Carnes said he 
did not expect any decision be­ 
fore then on whether licenses of 
any individual stores would be 
suspended or revoked because 
of the citations. 
Bob Olson, attorney for some 
of the stores, said the appellate 


court has been asked to let Ri­ 
ley’s order prohibiting action 
against any stores remain in 
force until the case is finally 
decided. 


Olson said no action will be 
taken to halt operation of the 
games until the appeals court 
acts on that request. Store offi­ 
cials had said last month that if 
Lett is allowed to take action 
against them they would stop 
the games immediately be­ 
cause of die threat to their li­ 
censes. 


Carnes said the citations for 
the 18 stores are based on in­ 
formation gathered by Liquor 
Control Divison agents both be­ 
fore and after Riley’s order 
was issued. 
"This is by no means all of 
those that are participating in 
the games," Carnes said. “We 
have asked that all of those 
participating in the games 
cease and desist from any ad­ 
vertising in regard to die bingo 
games. We’ll look at each case 
on an individual basis." 
He indicated more citations 
could be issued in the next few 
weeks. Carnes also said that 
stopping the games now would 
not relieve any store of liability 
for alleged violations of liquor 
law regulations in the past. 
The stores were notified in 
June by Letz that the games 
could violate the two regu­ 
lations. 
Attorneys for the stores, how­ 
ever, went to court to halt any 
further action, contending they 
had received assurances from 
the state attorney general that 
the games were legal if oper­ 
ated within specific guidelines. 
"I am not aware of any 
games that have not been con­ 
ducted within the guidelines," 
Olson said. But Carnes claimed 
many stores have not followed 
the attorney general’s guide­ 
lines. 
At a hearing before Riley last 
month, grocery store officiate 
and lawyers said there was no 
evidence to show that either 
regulation had been violated, 
pointing to the fact that no ad­ 
vertisements for the games 


mentioned liquor products and 
that the games are not lotteries 
under the state la w ^ ^ ^ H

“There are a lot of people 
probably enjoying the games 
throughout the state, but there 
are only going to be a few win­ 
ners," said Kenneth Carnes, di­ 
rector of the Department of 
Public Safety that oversees Li­ 
quor 
Control 
Division 
oper­ 
ations 
"If 
this 
is interpreted as 
gambling and that is unpopular 
with the people, then the law 
should be changed," he told 
newsmen 


Carnes said citations would 
be sen., to five stores in the di­ 
vision's Cape Girardeau dis­ 
trict, two in the St. Louis dis­ 
trict, eight in the Kansas City 
district and three in the Kirk- 
sville district. 
They will allege violations of 
liquor law regulations prohibit­ 
ing operation of lotteries by 
businesses licensed to sell li­ 
quor and advertising promo­ 
tions in connection with ads for 
liquor 
to 
encourage 
liquor 
sales. 


Division action against any of 
the more than 200 stores oper­ 
ating the games for the past 
two months had been stalled by 
order of Cole County Circuit 
Court Judge James Riley pend­ 
ing further action on a suit 
filed against Liquor Control Su­ 
pervisor Albert Letz by the 
stores 
But the Missouri Court of Ap­ 
peals ordered Riley last week 
to refrain from any action in 
the suit, opening the way for 
state officials to move against 
the stores The appellate court 
set a hearing for Sept 26 on the 
full matter and Carnes said he 
did not expect any decision be­ 
fore then on whether licenses of 
any individual stores would be 
suspended or revoked because 
of the citations. 
Bob Olson, attorney for some 
of the stores, said the appellate 


court has been asked to let Ri­ 
ley’s order prohibiting action 
against any stores remain in 
force until the case is finally 
decided 


Olson said no action will be 
taken to halt operation of the 
games until the appeals court 
acts on that request Store offi­ 
cials had said last month that if 
Letz is allowed to take action

Carnes said the citations for 
the 18 stores are based on in­ 
formation gathered by Liquor 
Control Divison agents both be­ 
fore and after Riley’s order 
was issued. 
"This is by no means all of 
those that are participating in 
the gam es.” Carnes said "We 
have asked that all of those 
participating 
in 
the 
games 
cease and desist from any ad­ 
vertising in regard to the bingo 
gam es We’ll look at each case 
on an individual basis.” 


He indicated more citations 
could be issued in the next few 
weeks 
Carnes also said that 
stopping the games now would 
not relieve any store of liability 
for alleged violations of liquor 
law regulations in the past. 
The stores were notified in 
June by Letz that the games 
could violate the two regu­ 
lations 
Attorneys for the stores, how­ 
ever, went to court to halt any 
further action, contending they 
had received assurances from 
the state attorney general that 
the games were legal if oper­ 
ated within specific guidelines

Olson said But Carnes claimed 
many stores have not followed 
the attorney general's guide
